But  with 
the  l/ord’s  help,  we  hope  to  plant  the  truth 
deep  in  the  hearts  of  the  people.  MTe  are 
trying  to  do  a work  that  will  tell  in  time 
to  come.

One  Word  to  the  Yonng  Preacher. 

Preaching  the  Word. 

Much  of  the  preaching  of  the  present  day 
is  sermonizing.  ‘ The  churches  call  for 
good  sermons  to  draw  and  entertain  con- 
gregations. A pastor  is  called,  not  as  a 
shepherd,  nor  as  a leader;  but  simply  to 
occupy  the  putpit.  when  not  on  his  vacation. 
Family  vistations  for  instruction  and  en- 
couragement is  being  ignored  in  our  larger 
towns  and  cities — partly  because  its  purpose 
is  sometimes  misrepresented  by  gossipping 
conversation.  Pious  pastors  do  not  so 
engage  for  they  know  their  duty. 

Preaching  is  teaching,  and  is  so  called  in 
the  Great  Commission.  The  New  1 esta- 
ment  is  onr  sole  guide,  and  its  teachings 
are  verv  plain.  Paul  tells  Timothy  to: 
“Preach  the  Word,”  and  Timothy  was  not 
stationary.  John  says:  “The  word  be- 
came flesh”— Christ.  So  Christ  was  to  be 
preached ; not  science,  not  rhetoric,  not  theo- 
ligical  fancies.  There  were  no  instruc- 
tions to  draw  by  eloquent  declamations,  or 
entertaining  display  of  music  or  decora- 
tions. Indeed,  no  indications  are  fount 
sanctioning  anything  like  temples  and  cere- 
monial so-called  service. 

As  Baptists,  we  have  already  yielded  too 
much  to  the  world;  so  it  is  often  the  cav 
that  our  churches  cannot  assert  denomina- 
tional truth.  We  are.  therefore,  only  slow- 
ly gaining  ground,  and  threatens  w ' 
loss  in  the  cities.  One  reason  for  this

the  “big  church”  ides  a single  church  in 
a city,  all  under  one  hiahop.  It  docs  not 
require  much  shrewdness  to  discern  the 
drifting.  The  membership  become*  too 
large  for  a pastor;  so  an  assistant  is  called 
for.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  develop- 
ment-even family  prayer  is  neglected. 

Excellent  sennons  seldom,  if  ever  devel- 
op a church,  or  convert  sinners;  but  preach- 
ing the  word  on  the  gospel  plan  doe*.  It 
must  l»e  aggn*ssive ; the  masses  are  not  won 
to  Chrisit  thoroughly  by  discourse*  from 
the  pulpit;  |M*rsonal  work  is  required. 
This  is  a commercial  age.  and  it  finds  suc- 
cess only  by  going  after  business,  and  in- 
dividualism. It  has  borrowed  the  livery 
of  Christianity  and  the  churches  appear  dis- 
posed to  let  it  stay  then*.  Churches  are 
to  “do,”  not  “hear  only.” 

There  is  evidently  an  nwaketiing  in  Bap- 
tist ranks.  Most  of  it  is  the  reault  of  pa- 
tient pastoral  work,  though  brought  out.  per- 
haps.  l»y  evangelism.  The  professional, 
self-appointed  evangelist  does  not  develop 
the  churches:  his  success  is  estimated  by 
numbers  showing  hands.  This  is  e*j>ecinl- 
lv  Itruc  of  undenominational  evangelists, 
as  n rule.  The  churches  are  to  blame  for 
derelict  pastors;  for  sermons  Hre  the  cri- 
terion too  often;  instead  of  shepherding 
gifts,  and  developing  qualifications. 

Much  of  the  trouble  experienced  by  Bap- 
tists is  from  allowing  interpretation*  of 
those  who  follow  the  Old  Testament’s  teach- 
ings, to  encroach  npon  their  practice. 
Among  these  arc  the  use  of  terms  in  a 
wrong  sense,  and  falling  into  lino  of  ssup- 
I limed  non-essentials.  The  “one  church 
idea;  the  “communion”  idea— instead  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  the  “sermon”  idea, 
etc.  Two  or  more  small  working  churches 
are  decidedly  letter  than  the  otie  large  one 
undeveloped’.  Communion  is  a misappli- 
cation. and  the  sermon  technically,  ia  un- 
scriptural.  “Think  on  these  things.

Note 
that  there  will  be  no  more  liquor  sold  in 
the  State,  but  the  State,  as  a State,  will  not 
be  responsible  for  its  sale.  Now  the  cit- 
izens of  our  loved  State  have  a legal  change 
to  show  their  manhood,  morality  and  loyal- 
ty. They  can  become  without  legal  mo- 
lestation the  protectors  of  their  homes, 
the  guardians  of  the  youth  and  the  co-ad- 
j u tors  of  law  and  righteousness.  Every- 
one of  us  should  begin  with  himself,  and 
peersistently  refuse  to  touch  the  liquid  fire.

Skepticism  a Child  of  Ignorance. 

I do  not  mean  to  say  that  every  skeptic 
has  been  or  is  a man  of,  notorious  ignor- 
ance on  all  subjects  and  ahmg  all  lines  of 
thought.  To  say  that  would  he  saying 
too  much.  I speak  of  skepticism  purely 
from  a religious  standpoint. 

“A  skeptic.  ’ says  Mr.  Webster,  “Is  one 
who  doubts  the  existence  ami  perfections  o' 
God.  or  the  truth  of  revelation;  one  who 
disbelieves  the  divine  origin  of  the  Christian 
religion.”  This  doubting  of  the  truth  of 
revelation  and  existence  of  a genuine  Chris- 
tian religion  is  quite  prevalent  with  some, 
even  of  this  enlightened  age.  It  ia  not 
so  prevalent  with  the  unlearned  as  it  ia  with 
the  so-called  “learned  men” — men  with  a 
one-sifted  learning. 

Large  knowledge  in  one  direction  often 
exists  with  almost  dense  ignorance  ii|>nn 
other  subjects  and  along  other  lines  of 
thought.

“Faith  and  Assurance.” 

Sometime  since  I wrote  a piece  on  “Faith 
and  Assurance”  and  Brother  J.  W.  Lee 
took  issue  with  me.  Now  I do  not  care  to 
discuss  the  subject  with  him  and  for  two 
reasons:  First.  I do  not  believe  it  best  to 
discuss  such  questions  in  our  State  paper; 
and.  second.  I know  we  would  he  just  as 
far  apart  at  the  close  as  we  are  at  the  be- 
ginning. 

However,  as  he  makes  assurance  a requi- 
site to  salvation,  and  also  to  Baptist  church 
niembership.  I will  just  make  a test  of  his 
views  from  a Bible  standpoint.  The  fol- 
lowing passages  state  that  faith  in  Christ 
gives  spiritual  life  and  not  faith  plus  as- 
surance as  Brother  Lee  would  have  us  be- 
lieve. 

I will  quote  the  passages  as  they  are  in 
the  Bible,  then  as  Brother  Lee  would  have 
them.  The  words  in  parenthesis  in  the

following  would  represent  what  Brother  Ijcc 
would  Ray: 

“But  as  many  as  received  him,  to  them 
gave  he  |M>wer'to  become  the  sons  of  God. 
even  to  them  that  believed  on  his  name.  " 
Jno.  1:12.  Now  I will  quote  it  as  Brother 
Ia*e  would  have  it  by  putting  the  word  As- 
surance in.  “But  as  many  as  received  him 
and  had  (assurance),  to  them  gave  he  the 
power  to  become  the  sons  of  God.  even  to 
them  that  believed,  and  had  (assurance,) 
on  his  name.”  Jno.  6:40.  And  thia  ia 
the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  that  everyone 
which  seeth  the  Son  and  lielieveth  on  him 
and  has  (assurance),  may  have  everlasting 
life,  and  I will  raise  him  up  at  the  last 
day.”  Now  the  47th  verse:  “Verily, 
verily.  I say  unto  you,  he  that  believeth  on 
me  hath  everlasting  life:"  Now  as  Brother 
J.  W.  would  quote  it:  “Verily,  verily,  I. 
Ray  unto  you,  lie  that  helieth  on  me,  and 
has  (assurance),  hath  everlasting  life.  ” 

Now  John  3:16  and  36:  “For  God  so 
loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  be- 
gotten Son  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him 
should  not  perish,  hut  hsve  everlasting  life." 

But  Brother  Lee  would  say:  that.  “Who- 
soever lielieveth.  and  has  (aaaurance),  shall 
have  everlasting  life.  ” 

Now  in  John  3:36,  “He  that  lielieveth  on 
the  Son  hath  everlasting  life;  and  he  that  b,.- 
lieveth  not  on  the  Son  shall  not  sec  life; 
hut  the  wrath  of  God  abideth  on  him.”  Now 
as  Brother  I/ce  would  read.  “He  that  be- 
lieveth on  the  Son;  and  has  (assurance), 
hath  everlasting  life,  and  he  that  believeth 
not  the  Son  and  hath  not  (assurance),  shall 
not  see  life;  hilt  the  wrHth  of  God  nbideth 
on  him.  ” 

Now  turn  to  1 John  5:1.  and  read.  “Who- 
soever believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  is 
horn  of  God.”  Now  rend  with  Brother 
J.  W.  “Whosoever  believeth  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ,  and  has  (assurance),  is  horn 
of  God.”  Now  just  one  more  and  I am 
done:  Gal.  3:26.  “For  ye  are  all  the 

children  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus.” 
But  Brother  J.  W.,  would  read : “For 
ye  are  all  the  children  of  God  by  faith  (and 
aHKiiranc<\  in  Christ  Jesus.” 

Now  this.  I judge,  is  sufficient  to  the  point, 
so  will  leave  it. 

Brother  F<ec  not  only  believes  assurance 
ia  requisite  to  salvation,  but  believen  it  re- 
quisite to  church  membership  slso.  Now 
I have  served  many  churches  and  helped  in 
many  meetings  nnd  had  many  good  brethren 
with  me  in  meetings,  and  1 have  never  yet, 
required,  nor  have  ever  known  any  other 
preacher  or  church  to  require  absolute  is- 
suance of  any  one  as  a requisite  to  member- 
ship. and  if  Brother  Lee  nnd  hia  churches 
require  assurance  as  a requisite  for  mem- 
bership then  he  and  his  churches  are  out 
of  harmony  with  the  other  churches  and 
pastors  of  the  State.

There  is  danger  in  committing  the  same 
kind  of  error  now.  as  the  friends  of  the 
Patriarch  Job  did  in  his  day  when  they 
thought  and  said  that  his  losses  and  afflic- 
tions were  the  infliction  of  the  penalty  due 
for  some  sin  or  wrong  doing  of  which  Job 
had  been  guilty.  They  added  to  bis  suffer- 
ings thereby,  and  became  “miserable  com- 
forters” to  him. 

Hence  learn  that  it  ia  wrodg  ami  betray* 
an  evil  spirit  in  us  to  think  or  aay  that  a 
great  Iors  or  affliction  or  calamity  which  has 
come  to  a person  or  family,  or  a number  of 
people  is  a judgment  of  God  aent  upon  them

for  some  sin  or  wrong  doing  they  may  have 
committed.  What  “miserable  comforters” 
we  thus  lieeome  to  our  poor  suffering  fel- 
low-mortals. for  likely  enough  we  may  he 
as  greatly  mistaken  in  onr  judgments  as 
wen*  Job’s  “miserable  comforters.  " A 
great  trial  or  affliction  may  or  it  may  not 
lie  a judgment  from  God.  The  divine 
motive  and  purpose  which  actuate*  it  is  not 
ours  to  know.  Many  times  these  things 
come  to  God's  own  children  from  His  lov- 
ing hand  in  order  to  the  “trials  of  their 
faith  which  being  more  precious  than  gold 
that  perisheth  might  be  found  unto  praise 
and  honor  and  glory  at  the  apfiearing  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.." 

Many  strange  providential  events  occur 
which  should  hnve  the  effect  to  correct  the 
evil  spirit  in  us  of  unrighteous  judgment. 
A theatre  filled  with  |ieoplc  on  the  Iaml's 
■ day,  and  in  the  midst  of  their  enjoyment, 
and  ap  alarm  of  fire  is  sounded — a panic  en- 
sues which  results  in  the  death  of  men.  wo- 
men and  children.  A judgment  from  God, 
do  yonaay!  A Sunday  School  picnic  ex- 
cursion, designed  for  a pleasant  outing  for 
the  precious  little  children  and  eonducteu 
by  Christian  tenchcrs  is  on  its  way  to  the 
picnic  grounds,  when  the  steamer  is  found 
on  fire.  Thp  flames  spread  rapidly,  ami 
no  landing  could  lie  effected,  and  the  result 
was  that  more  than  eight  hundred  souls 
passed  into  eternity.  A Sunday  excursion 
train  loaded  with  pleasure-seekers,  acting  in 
violation  of  the  holy  Sabbath,  jumps  the 
track  ami  a wreck  results  in  the  death  of 
some  and  the  wounding  of  others.  A judg- 
ment for  God.  do  you  say!  A Baptist  meet* 
ing  closed  with  the  baptism  of  a number  of 
converts.  A bridge  over  the  stream  was 
filled  with  people  who  were  witnessing  the 
lnirial  in  baptism  of  those  happy  converts.

himself  without  spot  to  Cod, 
purge  your  consciences  from  dead 
works  to  serve  the  living  God! 
Why  not  the  bom  of  water  refer 
to  the  same  thing!  If  this  in- 
terpretation is  not  correct  what 
is  the  meaning  of  the  Scripture! 
For  we  ourselves  also  were  some- 
times foolish,  disobedient,  deceiv- 
ed, serving  divers  lusts  and  pleas- 
ures, living  in  malice  and  envy, 
hateful  and  hating  one  another. 
But  after  the  kindness  and  love

Its 
roots  ereep  farther  and  farther, 
deeper  ami  more  broadly  into  the 
earth,  enlarging  its  grasp  on  the 
planet,  feeding  on  the  rich  juices 
it  finds,  while  above  the  greaten- 
ing  trunk,  the  extending  limns, 
and  the  loftier  top  tell  of  vigor- 
ous life  and  growth.  The  stead- 
fastness of  the  tree  does  not  pre- 
vent, rather  ministers  to,  its  ex- 
pansion. -i 

The  stuckfast  man  ia  like  a 
rock,  say  a boulder  droppej  by  a 
melting  iegberg  in  the  glaeial 
per i ml . There, it  is.  right  in  the 
middle  of  the  farmer’s  field,  too 
big  to  be  moved  or  even  to  he 
buried — an  obstruction  to  tillage 
and  a harbdr  for  weeds,  growing 
only  the  moss  that  pitifully  tries 
to  soften  its  ruggedness.  It  is 
there  all  the  year  through,  and 
can  he  relied  upon— as  a hin- 
drance and  a vexation.

Their  constancy  is 
sheer  inertia.  Temperament  and 
habit  hold  them  in  place.

Art  and  Truth. 

Fifty  years  ago  not  many  works 
of  art  were  owned  in  this  coun- 
try, and  American  children  had 
little  oportnnity  to  learn  at  school 
or  elsewhere  to  distinguish  good 
art  from  had  art.  or  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  any  of  the  great 
masterpieces  of  ancient  or  modern 
Ipainters  or  sculptors.  Our  world’s 
fairs,  the  pientitude  of  money  in 
the  hands  of  American  art-lovers, 
have  changed  all  this,  and  in  our 
art  museums  and  in  private  col- 
lections may  he  seen  the  greatest 
works  of  many  foreign  arts.  Some 
art  instruction  is  given  in  all  our 
public  schools,  anil  by  means  of 
the  Perry  and  Cosmos  pictures 
and  other  cheap  reproductions  of 
the  famous  paintings,  the  poor- 
est child  may  get  some  notion  of 
world-famed  works  of  art,  and  the 
little  Sunday  School  teacher  away 
<>ut  on  the  lonely  prairie  may 
have  some  new  light  thrown  on 
her  lesson  by  a picture  of  the  Bi- 
ble scene  as  it  has  appeared  to 
some  great  paintef  of  the  Old 
World.

Wien  he  was  but  a lad  he  was 
employed  by  a merchant  for 
whom  he  at  one  time  had  male  a1 
large  sale  of  fine  silks.  Bather1 
proud  of  his  part  in  so  large  and 
profitable  a transaction,  he  nat- 
urally expected  some  pleasant 
word  of  recognition  from  his  em- 
ployer. \\  hat  was  his  disappoint- 
ment when  the  merchant  remark- 
ed that  no  credit  was  due  him  for 
disposing  of  good  goods;  if  he 
had  gotten  rid  of  a lot  of  un- 
saleable and  worthless  stuff  at 
a good  price,  that  was  the  sort 
of  capacity  he  would  appreciate 
in  a salesman . 

Young  Corot  was  disgusted^  He 
declared  his  chief  ambition  had 
always  been  to  become  an  artist.
